through my meter, which, on test, 
preved to be 40 per cent fast.”’ 


Won't Answer Pittman. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. has refused to reply to the questions 
asked by W. Daviess Pittman, business 
manager of the Christian Publishing 
Co. Mr. Pittman found, on investiga- 
tion, that his light bills are 120 per cent 
higher than they were a year ago and 
his power bills 52 per cent higher, al- 
though he says his company is consum- 
ing less electricity for light and no more 
for power than it was a year ago, not- 
withstanding the meter records. 

Following the published avowal that 

the officers of the company were “‘hon- 
est and conscientious,’’ Mr. Pittman, in 
an open letter, asked them if they con- 
sidered their customers honest, and if 
so, why meters, many of them defective, 
were taken against customers’ words. 
Ben Cohn of 1147 Olive street suggests 
that consumers of electricity read their 
meters every night when. the current is 
turned off, and the next day before it 
is turned on. A few years ago Mr. Cohn 
tested his meter and found that it was 
counting up 400 watts on him every 
night. He took the matter up with the 
company, but it would not do anything 
for him until he employed an expert to 
test his meter. He was then given 4 re- 
bate of 20 per cent on his bills. 
“Tt is an easy matter to read a meter,”’ 
said Mr. Cohn, “and find out whether 
it is working while you are sleeping. 
After I discovered that the meter was 
running up 400 watts on me every night 
I put in a private switch, and discon- 
nect the wires from my meter when 
I leave the store at night.” 


CRAMER WANTS COMPANY 
FINED FOR BAD METERS 


A uniform law for the inspection of 
both electric and gas meters by the 
Supervisor of City Lighting, without 
expense to the city, was the object 
sought by Councilman Cramer in in- 
troducing an amendment to the munici- 
pal code in the Council. Tuesday night- 

‘Electric meters should be inspected 
by the city, as gas meters now are, 
whenever a citizen requests it,’’ said 
Mr. Cramer Wednesday. “‘My amend- 
ment provides that when a meter is 
wrong the cost shall be borne by the 
lighting company. 

“Under the present system of in- 
specting gas meters the company re- 
moves the meter and sends it to the 
Lighting Inspector. That affords a 
chance for substitution. 


NATURAL GAS RATE 45 
CENTS IN LATEST BILL 


Councilman Norvell did not introduce 
his “model natural gas bill’’ Tuesday 
right, because George V. Reynolds, act- 
ing for the capitalists who are seeking 
a franchise, announced that his clients 
were not willing to accept the clause re- 
quiring the company to pay 5 per cent 
of ita gross receipts to the city. 

Mr. Norvell announced that Mr. Reyn- 
olds would submit a proposftion in a 
few days, and that the bill would be 
1oxcay to submit to the Council in about 
a weck. 

The new Dill provides for 4-cent: in- 
stead of 35-cent gas, the latter price be- 
ing named in the old bill, and raises the 
scomrany’s bom! to $250,000.

Three Officers Arouse Fami- 
lies and Carry Several 
Children to Safety. 





TWO BABIES RESCUED 





Routed by Sulphur Fumes at 
Front of Building, Heroes 
Break Rear Doors. 





Three policemen, groping through 
smoke-filled rooms in a burning two- 
story house at 1210 North Eighth street, 
early Wednesday, rescued 20 persons, in- 
‘cluding two babies, one a week old and 
the other three weeks old. A few mo- 
ments after the polleemen had aroused 
the sleeping occupants of the rooms and 
had carried the smaller children to safety 
the flames swept through the house and 
burned some of the beds on which the 
children had been sleeping. 

Sergt. Andrevengd and Policemen 
Chesnik and Shelton, standing at Eighth 
and Biddle streets a few minutes be- 
fore 3 a. m., saw flames and smoke 
issuing from the first floor of the two- 
story brick building a half block away. 

While Shelton turned in the alarm, 
Andreveno and Chesnik hurried to the 
building, the front of the first floor of 
which was occupied by a grocery. As 
the police tore aside a wooden shut- 
ter, the smell of sulphur from burning 
matches overwhelmed them and com- 
pelled them to retreat across the street. 

The only exit fram the building ex- 
cept through the grocery store is in 
the rear, and, bursting through the door, 
which was not opened at their knock, 
the three policemen entered a smoke- 
filed room on the first floor in the 
rear of the room occupied by the gro- 
cery. 

In this room were Mrs. Jennie Fish- 
Mollie, 13 
years old; Isadore, 8; Joseph, 6, and 
Gus, 4. Each officer clutched a small 
child in his arms and rushed into the 
courtyard. Mrs. Fishman and the oldest 
child followed, having been aroused by 
the breaking in of the door. 

Satisfied the occupants of the lower 
floor had been saved, tha policemen 
broke open the doors of two rooms 
opening on a rear porch on the second 
floor, without attempting to arouse the 
occupants by knocking. 

In four rooms 15 persons were sleep- 
ing. Arousing them: by shouts, the po- 
licemen again carried out the smaller 
children and forced the elder persons 
from the rooms. When they were gone 
the policemen rolled up the bed clothing 
and carried it down the stairways. 

Mrs. Dora Coppleman and Mrs. Rosie 
Schwartz fought with the policemen to 
pe permitted to return to their rooms, 
declaring their babies were in the 
burning building. Neither the _ police- 
men nor the women knew their babies 
had been saved. The two children, one 
a week old and the other three weeks, 
had been rolled in the bed clothing. 

The policemen, attracted by the wom- 
en’s efforts to run by them up the stair- 
way, held the women while Policeman 
Shelton made an examination of the 
rooms. Before he returned the twvo 
babies were discovered in the bed cloth- 
ing and were taken with their mothers 
to the homes of neighbors. 

On one side of the upper story were 
Mrs. Mary Schwartz and her thr>e chil- 
djren, Libbie, 20 years old; Solomon, 16, 
and Rosie, 18; Mrs. Dora Coppelman 
and her 1-week-old baby and Mrs. Rosic 
Schwartz and her 3-weeks-old child. 

On the other side were Mr. and Mrs. 
Morris Kessell and five children, Jacob, 
10 years old; Mary, 8; Rebekah, 6; Abra- 
ham, 4, and Florence, 1. Mrs. Kessel 
carried her youngest child from the 
room, 

The fire started in the small grocery 
conducted by Mrs. Fishman. Its origin 


is unaccounted for, though Mrs. Fish- 
man believes it was caused by rats 
nawing matches. The flames, when 
irst discovered, were in the front por- 
tion of the storeroom where the matches 
are kept. The fire left Mrs. Fishman 
penniless, destroying her $400 stock of 
groceries and her furniture. She car- 
ried no insurance.

Condition of Firm Not Made 
Public, General Assign- 
ment Made. 


NEW YORK, April 29.—The suspension 
of Coster, Knapp & Co., 66 Broadway, 
brokers and members of the New York 
Stock Exchange, was announced on that 
exchange today. Charles Coster, a mem- 
ber of the firm, committed suicide last 
night. 

A statement issued by a member of 
the firm said: ‘ 

“Owing to the death of Mr. Coster, 
and the consequent condition of the 
firm’s affairs, it has been deemed ad- 
visable to make a general assignment 
for the benefit of all creditors. This 
step was taken at the suggestion of 
most of the creditors and of Mr. Werner 
of the law firm of Simpson, Werner & 
Cardosa. The assignee has. already 
started in to straighten out accounts, so 
as to be in a position to make a correct 
statement to all interested as early as 
possible.’’ 

No intimation of the firm's assets or 
liabilities was given. 

Called Doctor for Wife. 

Before his suicide, which was unex- 
plained until the suspension of the firm, 
Mr. Coster took the precaution to pro- 
vide medical attendance for his wife. 

He returned to his home from his of- 
fice at 5 p. m., went upstairs and tele- 
phoned his family physician, Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Bartlett, saving that Mrs.. Cos- 
ter had a severe cold and needed atten- 
tion. At the time Mrs. Coster was out 
at a réteption. 

After telephoning fot Dr. Bartlett, Mr. 
Coster took a bath and donned pajamas. 

A few minutes later Dr. Bartlett drove 
up to the house and, entering, was in- 
vited up to the sitting room on the sec- 
ond floor. There he was greeted by Mr. 
Coster, who was still in his pajamas. 
Mr. Coster switched the conversation to 
firearms and sports, and said he would 
show the doctor a new fashioned. pistol 
he had just bought. 

Shoets us She Calls. 

Mrs. Coster drove up to the house just 
then, and called: 

‘Is that you, Charlie?’ 

The answer was the report of a pistol. 
Mrs. Coster, clad in the finery she had 
worn at thé reception, dashed up the 
stairs and reached her husband's bed- 
room at the instant Dr. Bartlett entered 
through another door. 

Mrs. Coster, seeing her husband's 
body, screamed and fell in a faint. Dr. 
Bartlett had her carried into her room 
and applied restoratives. 

Caught Heavily Short. 

Relatives of Coster last night were at 
a loss to account for his act. Today J. 
M. Knapp of the firm issued a forma! 
statement, in which he declared. that 
Coster had been speculating heavily and 
that it was this. speculation which 
brought about the suspension of the 
firm. Mr. Knapp said that the losses 
would fall almost entirely upon Coster 
and his brother and to a small extent 
upon himself. 

On the floor of the Stock Exchange 
it was said that Coster had been caught 
heavily short.

Regardless of 
the fact that the best of batting per- 
centages entitle a batsman to make but 
one hit in three tries, this poor unfor- 
tunate has got to face the pitcher, and, 
whenever it is needed, whale out a 
whack that will drive in runs. If he 
fails the Juggernaut car of public opin- 
ion is likely to catch up with him and 
take a Yew falls out of his frame. 
Just stop and think of it for a moment. 
If anywhere in the world there Was 
a baseball player who could be shoved 
into the game. at critical points, with 
men on bases, and be certain to make 
a hit of any description, do you think 
there is any sajary on earth he could 
not get? If he could be reasonably cer- 
tain of doing it every other time he was 
put in. he would enjoy a life of certain 
ease from his emoluments. If he could 
do it every third time he would be an 
exceedingly valuable man; and if every 
fourth time he Was put in to bat an 
emergency rap he succeeded, he would 
be worth retaining. for that’ is about 
what the average pinch hitter amounts 
to, 


——— 


The Party Doesn't Exist. 
HERE is*no such thing as a pinch 
+ hitter. There are batters who lose 
their nerve when an emergency 
demands their best efforts, if you wish 
to put it that way; but that anywhere 
under the sun there is a man who puts 
up a base hit when the manager wants 
it, we respectfully decline to believe. 

Wallace, if you please, was the 
“pinch” hitter for the Browns last year, 
if by pinch hitting one means the num- 
ber of runs driven in. If one dissects 
the makings of those commonly re- 
fegred to as pinch hitters he finds this 
fact to obtain with one or two excep- 
tions: that the gentleman always hits 
the ball hard and has only a mediocre 
season average? Men like Wagner, La- 
joie at his best, Donlin and Seymour are 
exceptions. The average man who earhs 
this title from the fans cues not do any- 
thing in emergency that he does not do 
all the time. He is one who generally 
hits the ball when at bat, always hits it 
out, and if fortuna, breaks with him has 
it go safe in an emergency, now and 
then. When it does go safe the stands 
rise and shout: 

“Oh, you Wallace! 
pinch hitting!” 

It means no more than that Wallace's 
hard drive happened that time to go be- 
yond reach ofthe fielders. 

The batsman doesn't live who can be 
certain enough of making a hit off a 
good pitcher whenever he wills to bet 
on the proposition. A few of that kind 
would break up baseball.

The ideal place fer the consumptive ‘s 
out-of-doors, but it is not aiways p'ac- 
ticable for consumptives to live entirely 
in the open air, and good results can be 
obtained in an airy, sunny room. It 
must be borne in mind in this connec- 
tion, however, that a consumptive living 
out of doors is less liable to transmit 
his disease than when he is confined to 
a iwom, 

The patient may sieep in an especial- 
dy constructed ‘‘shack,”’ in a tent, or a 
porch, or in a well ventilated room, Or 
he may sleep in a warn) room, if he utes 
a “window-tent,”” by means of which 
the head of the cot is located near the 
window, aud the patient breathes the 
air coming through the open window. 

But a “shack"’ or tent cannot well be 
used in cold weather, unless it has a 
compartment which is weil heated. And 
ff the patient sleens on a porch or “‘lean- 
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An Arrangetwent for Open-Air Treat- 
ment at Honre. 
to’, there must be a well heated room 
adjoiving, in which the patient can dress 
or undress. 
If a porch, 





veranda or “lean to” is 
used for sleeping, it must be arranged 
so that the patient can be _ protected 
from the direct wind in cold or stormy 
weather. 

The out-of-door treatment should be 
gradually inaugurated. The more haste 
the less speed. Patients who have not 
been accustomed to sleeping with their 
windows open even, can hardly be ex- 
pected to take kindly to sleeping out of 
doors in cool weather. Patients in the 
advapced stages of the disease, and 
those for whom there is uo hope of re- 
covery, should not be required to sleep 
out of doors in cold weather unless they 
especially desire to do so, Little can be 
gained by sugh treatment, which might 
ie correctl termed ‘‘cruelty to ani- 
mantis."’ 

If a patient sleeps under cover by 
night, be it In a room, or on a porch, he 
should spend a goodly portion of his 
time during the day, when practicable, 
in the open air, taking care to avold the 
direct rays of the sun in hot weather. 

In summer the consumptive should 
sleep out of doors, using a yard or porch 
or even a roof. 

This porch wes erected at a small cost 




















for a Patent who wished to sleep out 
of coors, but ald not desire to use the 
yard or a porch off the first floor. 

On a similar porch a patient In Mas- 
sachuseits who had advanced tubercu- 
logis spent most of the day and slept 
there every night for a year. He gained 
aixty pounds in weight.

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FINANCIAL TEMS 


WASHINGTON. April 29.—A marked fall 
in prices of manufacturers’ material is a 
characteristic of the March imports. The 
Bureau of Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor has just compléted its 
analysis of the trade of the. month and finds 
that in nearly all manufacturers’ materials 
impotred the prices are much below 
imported in the preceding year. Pig tin, for 
example, shows an average import price 
during the month of 26.6 cents per pound, 
against 41.1 cents in March of last year. 
Raw silk shows an average import rice of 
$3.61 per pouml, against $4.53 in the cor- 
responding month of last year. India rubber, 
crude, shows an average import price of 49 
cents per pound, against 75.9 cents per pound 
in March, 1907; a fall of more than one- 
third in the import price compared with 
March of the present year. Hides of cattle 
show an average import price in March, 1908, 
of 10.8 cents per pound, against an ayerage 
of 15.5 cents per pound in March, 1907; 
also a fall of about one-third. 

Crude India rubber imports for the nine 
months ending with March, 1908, amounted 
to but $26,000,000 in value against $45,500,- 
000 in the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year and §$83.750.,000 in the eorre- 
sponding months of 1906, vet the quantity 
imported was over 42,000,000 pounds, against 
58.000,000 in the corresponding months of 
1907 and 43.500,000 in the corresponding 
months of 1906.

DINNERS 10 Bt 
GIVEN MONTHLY WY 


Secretary of Cosmopolitan 
Club Defends Intermar- 
riage in Interview. 








NEW YORK, April 29.—The Cosmo- 
politan Club of Greater New York, 
which startled the entire country with 
the “equality dinner,” where white 
girls and negro men dined side by side, 
has drawn the veil of secrecy over the 


membership roster. 

Acting Secretary Andre Tridon said 
this secrecy would be maintained to 
protect a number of young white girls 
whose parents did not. know they were 
members and were meeting with negro 
men and treating them as soctal equals. 

“Some of our young lady members 
would not want their parents or im- 
mediate friends to know of the new re- 
plations they have taken,” said Tridon. 
“I am pledged not to reveal. their 
names.”’ 

Dr. Owen Waller, a negro, algo an of- 
ficer of the cub, refused to deny or af- 
firm a report that intermarriages had 
already taken place between white and 
colored members of the club, which has 
been meeting in private for nearly two 
years. 

Intermarriage Common. 

“If there were any intermarriages be- 
tween the races in our society,’’ said he, 
“TI would not tell you, because I am 
bred a gentleman, and further because 
it is a personal matter. Such marriages, 
however, are exceedingly common in 
this country. We have one African 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Chicago 
where at least one of these marriages 
takes place every week.’’ 

Miss Mary White Ovington of Brook- 
lyn, whose father, Theodore Ovington, 
is reputed to be a millionaire, and who 
dined with negroes at the speakers’ 
table in the dinner room, declared that 
she would rather use her influence in 
the future to prevent reporters frem 
attending any dinners of the club. She 
claimed the credit for preventing the 
photographing of the dining room. 

No Negro Son-in-Law. 

Mrs. J. W. Gates of Rock Springs, 
Wyo., who attended the dinner with 
her young daughter, Bessie, was found 
yesterday at No. 63 West One Hundred 
and Eighth street. Both defended social 
equality between the races with energy. 
But when the mother was asked if she 
would consent to a marriage between 
her daughter and a negro, she declared 
she would draw the line there. 

It was predicted by Acting Secretary 
Tridon that the membership of the so- 
ciety would be largely increased by 
dutumn. A series of similar banquets 
are to be given each month. He an- 
nounced that Rabbi Joseph \Silverman 
had accepted an invitation to speak at 
the next dinner. 

Mr. Tridon said, in explaining why 
he refused to make public the names of 
the white girls: 

“Personally, they do not care, but 
their families and friends might ob- 
ject. For instance, I have in mind a 
young woman who is financial secre- 
tary of a company, which does a large 
business in New Orleans. The first 
appearance of her name in print as a 
member of this club would mean her 
immediate discharge. 

Parents Not Up to “Ideals.” 

“Mrs. Gates and Miss Ovington are 
financially independent, and do not fear 
publicity. But we have a certain num- 
ber of young Women menmibers who fear 
that the public will belfeve, as one morn- 
ing paper hinted, 
generate into a sort of orgy. To say 
our women have not the courage of 
their convictions is a hard way of put- 
ting it, you know. 

“Then, too,’”’ he continued, ‘‘some of 
the parents of our white young lady 
members are old, and are not educated 
up to our present-day ideals. 

“So far as I know, there has been no 
intermarriage between the races in our 
society. We have considered ‘t abso- 
lutely silly to discuss intermarriage. It 
is true that white men have always liked 
colored women and some colored men 
have liked white women. In proof of 
that, there are 3,000,000 negroes with 
light skins. But that is a personal busi- 
ness—not national or racial. 


Would Marry Negress. 


“As for myself, if 1 wanted to marry 
a negress I would do so, and it would 
be only a private matter. We consider 
it so. The only requirement we recog- 
nize between two people who wish to 
marry is that there shall be a mutual 
affinity between them, in the proper 
sense of the word. We are looking for 
our equais In enlightenment. We are, 
first of all, citizens of the worid. 

“You cannot prevent intermarriage, 
nor can you force it. If a man loves 
a woman and wants to marry her, that 
is his own business."’ 

Miss Ovington received newspaper men 
in her private office at the Phipps negro 
model tenement. Black, curly-topped 
pickaninnies throngci the street ard 
played in the entrance to the building. 
The library in the office teemed with 
the race discussion. “Lynch Law,”’ 
“Race Prejudice,”’ “Ethiopia in Exile,”’ 
“Henry Ward Beecher,” ‘‘The Present 
South,’ “Up From Slavery,’ and “Anti- 
Slavery Days" were some of the titles 
which stared at the yisitors. “At the 
Back of the Black Man's Mind" was one 
of the most prominent volumes.
